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Chairman Lakey called the meeting of the Senate Judiciary and Rules Committee
(Committee) to order at 1:00 p.m.

Relating to the Idaho Wrongful Conviction Act to Revise Provisions Regarding
Compensation Related to a Wrongful Conviction, Vice Chairman Ricks stated
the legislation reflect that the victim shall receive compensation for a wrongful
conviction including the time spent waiting for the verdict.

Senator Anthon moved for the bill to be introduced and to the extent possible, for
the rules to be suspended to allow the bill to be sent to the floor with a do pass
recommendation. Senator Burgoyne seconded the motion. The motion carried
by voice vote.

There being no further business at this time, Chairman Lakey adjourned the
meeting at 1:10 p.m.
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
